All praise belongs to Allah. We praise Him, seek 
His aid and forgiveness. We seek refuge with 
Allah from the evils of our souls and the evils our 
deeds. Whomsoever Allah guides then no one can 
misguide him and whomsoever Allah leaves to 
stray no one guide him. 


I bear witness that there is nothing worthy of 
worship except Allah, having absolutely no 
partners. 


I bear witness that Muhammad is His slave and 
His Messenger. May the Salat and Salam be upon 
him, his family, and his Sahabah until the Last 
Day. As for what follows: 


Allah 4l» said in His Holy Book: “And We certainly 
sent into every nation a messenger, [saying], 
"Worship Allah and avoid at-taghut.” [16:36] 


And Allah .b also said: “But those who have 
avoided Taghut, lest they worship it, and turned 
back to Allah - for them are good tidings." [39:17] 


And Allah 4j» also said: "There shall be no 
compulsion in [acceptance of] the religion. The 
right course has become distinct from the wrong. 
So whoever disbelieves in taghut and believes in 
Allah has grasped the most trustworthy 
handhold with no break in it. And Allah is 
Hearing and Knowing." [2:256] 


When you read these Holy Verses youll notice 
that they mention the word 'At-Taghut. 


In Al-Baqarah 256 it says that you have to declare 
disbelief in taghut before you can grasp the most 
trustworthy handhold that won' break. 


The general meaning of this phrase is everything 
that exceeds its limits prescribed to Him by Allah 
Jb, Rasuli Allah && and the Shari'ah, whether he's 
being worshipped, obeyed or followed. 


This is a very important topic that a lot of 
Muslims stayed ignorant about. 


Declaring disbelief in taghut comes before 
affirming belief in Allah and it is a condition that 
must be fulfilled before your acts of worship are 
accepted.

In sha Allah after reading this E-Book by Shaykh 
Bishr ibn Fahd Al-Bishr, may Allah protect and 
preserve him, you'll understand this phrase much 
better. 


We decided to translate this audiolecture because 
the Shaykh goes in depth explaining the meaning 
of the phrase according to Quran, Sunnah and 
the sayings of the scholars. He also explains the 
various heads of the taghut that are many and 
widespread in our days and ages using the Figh 
of the reality. 


We ask Allah 4j» to make it beneficial for the 
Muslims. 
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Meaning of at-Taghüt according to Quran 
Sunnah and 'Ulamae 


Before we go into the istilahi meaning [meaning 
in shar’1 terminology] I would like to mention the 
verses in which At-Taghut is mentioned with a 
little bit of words on the meaning of taghut in 
[the specific] verses, followed by some words 
mentioned in the Prophetic Sunnah so that the 
Istilahi meaning of this great term becomes clear. 


Allah 4b said: "Allah is Ally of the believers. He 
brings them out from the darknesses into the 
light. And those who disbelieve, their allies are 
Taghut. They take them out of the light into 
darknesses.” [2:257] 


Taghut in this ayah are the leaders of Kufr and 
the shayatin of misguidance, they enjoin kufr 
and they make kufr, fighting the Haq and 
averting [people] from the Path of Allah 
attractive, so they take them out of An-Nur, 
which is the fitrah of Allah on which He formed 
mankind, and out of the path of truth and 
guidance into the darkness of doubts, confusion, 
kufr and nifaq [hypocrisy]. 


And Allah 4b said: "Have you not seen those who 
were given a portion of the Scripture, who 
believe in jibt [superstition] and taghut and say 
about the disbelievers, "These are better guided 
than the believers as to the way"? [4:51] 


This ayah was revealed to some of the jewish 
leaders, when they preferred the religion of the 
mushrikin [polytheists] over the message of the 
final Messenger Muhammad ZEE. So they, the 
jews, Huyay ibn Al-Akhthab and Kab ibn al- 
Ashraf, and others, who were given a share from 
the Kitab [revelation] and that was the Torah. 


Their 'ilm didn't help them, because they believed 
in alJibt and at-Taghut while Allah 4þ obliged 
and commanded them to disbelief in it. So 
they've lied to Allah 4j» and they preferred 
wathaniyah [worshipping of idols] over At- 
Tawhid out of Hiqd [resentment], Hasad 
[jealousy], and Istikbar [arrogance]. 


It's said that al-Jibt is Sihr [whichcraft] and taghut 
is shaytan, and this is the tafsir of Amir al- 
Mu’minin ‘Umar ibn al-Khattab «ic ail „ô; and 
we will mention this later in sha Allah. It's [also] 
said that at-taghut means the Kahin [a priest] 


And Allah 4l» said: "Have you not seen those who 
claim to have believed in what was revealed to 
you, [O Muhammad], and what was revealed 
before you? They wish to refer legislation to 
taghüt, while they were commanded to reject it; 
and shaytan wishes to lead them far astray. And 
when it is said to them, "Come to what Allah has 
revealed and to the Messenger, you see the 
hypocrites turning away from you in aversion." 
[4:60-61] 


At-Taghüt in this verse means: Ever person who 
rules with other than Allah 4j» has revealed, 
whether its a priest, or a tribal leader, or a 
parliamentarian, or a not shar'i courthouse, or an 
international organisation and things similar. 
The scholars have mentioned the kahin [priest] 
because the Arab in the Jahiliyah were seeking 
judgement from the priests. In sha Allah there 
will be more clarification to the meaning of this 
very important and major verse. 


And Allah Jj» said: “Those who believe fight in the 
cause of Allah, and those who disbelieve fight in 
the cause of taghut. So fight against the allies of 
shaytan. Indeed, the plot of shaytan has ever 
been weak.” [4:76] 


Taghut in this verse is shaytan. The believers are 
fighting in the obedience of Allah seeking His 
Pleasure, to make His Word the Highest and to 
implement His Shariah. As for the kafirun and 
the munafiqun; they are fighting in the 
obedience of shaytan and for his sake and what 
he is spreading into the hearts of the people. 


So they are fighting out of pride, for the sake of 
being the greatest on the earth, being victorious 
with batil [falsehood], for the sake of oppressing 
others, for the sake of stealing peoples wealth 
and for the sake of prideness with their tribes 
and heritages. 


Allah 4l» said about the jews: "Say, "Shall I inform 
you of [what is] worse than that as penalty from 
Allah? [It is that of] those whom Allah has cursed 
and with whom He became angry and made of 
them apes and pigs and slaves of at-taghut. Those 
are worse in position and further astray from the 
sound way." [5:60] 


Taghut in this verse is shaytan or the priests. The 
priests of the jews were their leaders and rabbi's. 
This means is, they worshipped them because 
they obeyed and followed them 


in making matters halal what Allah made haram 
and haram what Allah made halal. 


Maybe you noticed that a lot of the verses were 
revealed on the jews. 


This is because jews turned away from the 
Commandments of Allah .b and deviated from 
that what was brought by the messengers seeking 
judgments from tawagith who rule according to 
their whims and desires and to what they have 
legislated themselves. 


Al-Hafith ibn Kathir aUl 40>) has mentioned as 
[commentary] of the ayah:

"Allah made them apes and pigs, and worshippers 
of the Taghut, this means they were slaves of the 
at-Taghut and its servants.” 


And Allah 4p said: “And We certainly sent into 
every nation a messenger, [saying], "Worship Allah 
and avoid at-taghut." [16:36] 


And Allah 4l» said: “But those who have avoided 
taghut, lest they worship it, and turned back to 
Allah - for them are good tidings.” [39:17] 


Taghut in these 2 verses means; all that is 
worshipped besides Allah 4b. If the one 
worshipped is a righteous person then Taghut 
means shaytan who is calling to worship other 
than Allah making it attractive for the kafirin. 


Dear brothers, the meaning of Taghut has 
become clear through these verses of Allah 4p 
and they can be summarized as follows: 


First meaning: All that is worshipped besides 
Allah Jẹ whether it is a sanam [idol], a qabr 
[grave], a salih [righteous] person or a djinn and 
similar to that. 


Second meaning: Those who don’t rule with that 
what Allah Jb has revealed, whether it is the 
priests, the tribal leaders, the scholars, the rabbi's 
and monks or other than them. 


Third meaning: Shaytan, and all those from the 
imams [leaders] of dalalah [misguidance] who 
call to the disobedience of Allah «lb. 


Fourth meaning: The kahin and similar to him, 
who claim to have the knowledge of the ghayb 
[unseen]. 


Fifth meaning: Those who make halal what Allah 
has made haram, make haram what Allah lb 
made halal, and legislate [laws] which Allah 
didn’t legislate, and are being obeyed in matters 
of disobedience towards Allah «lls. 


As for the sunnah the tawagith are mentioned in 
it in many places. From them is the hadith that 
was transmitted by imam al-Bukhari on the 
authority of Abu Hurayrah who said: Some 
people said, "O Rasuli Allah #8! Shall we see our 
Lord on the Day of Resurrection?" He said, "Do 
you crowd and squeeze each other on looking at 
the sun when it is not hidden by clouds?" They 
replied, "No, Rasuli Allah £& He said, "Do you 
crowd and squeeze each other on looking at the 
moon when it is full and not hidden by clouds?" 
They replied, No, O Rasuli Allah ##!" He said, "So 
you will see Him (your Lord) on the Day of 
Resurrection similarly Allah will gather all the 
people and say, ‘Whoever used to worship 
anything should follow that thing. 'So, he who 
used to worship the sun, will follow it, 


and he who used to worship the moon will follow 
it, and he who used to worship the tawagith will 
follow them.” Until the end of the hadith [it’s long 
and in Sahih Al-Bukhari]. 


The tawagith here means all that is worshipped 
besides Allah Jp whether they are from stone or 
from the leaders of misguidance. 


And The Prophet £& also said:

"Do not swear by your forefathers or by the 
tawagith." 


Hadith is transmitted by Al-Imam Muslim, An- 
Nasal and ibn Majah. And the pronunciation of 
imam Muslim is "At-Tawagiy" with a shortening. 


The tawagith here means the asnam [idols] they 
were worshipping them, glorifying them and 
swearing by their names, like Al-’Uzzah, Al-Lat, 
and Manat and many others. 


My dear brothers, after mentioning some nusus 
[religious texts] from the Book of Allah Jj» and the 


Sunnah of Rasuli Allah £& that clarify the 
meaning of at-taghut and explains it, I want to 
explain its meaning in summary by mentioning 
some sayings of the people of knowledge. 


Al-Imam Al-Bukhari mentioned in his sahih that 
Amir Al-Mu'minin Al-Farug ‘Umar ibn al-Khattab 
dic 4JJI | 42, said:

"And this saying is very strong, it contains all that 
the people of Jahiliyah were involved in from 
worshipping idols and seeking judgement from it 
and seeking their aid and support.” 


And Jabir ibn ‘Abd Allah al-Ansari aic al (2) 
said, and this was also mentioned by Al-Imam Al- 
Bukhari:

"The tawagith that people were seeking judgment 
from in Jouhaynah were one, in Aslam were one 
and in any other single neighborhood they were 
one, priests the shaytan descents upon." 


And Al-Imam Al-Bukhari also mentioned on the 
authority of Tkrimah, Maulah ibn ‘Abbas that At- 
Taghut is the Kahin [priest]. And Imam at-Tabari 
transmitted on the authority of Mujahid who 
said:

"At-Taghüt is a shaytan in the guise of a human 
being to whom people go for judgment."

“Taghut is Ka’b ibn Al-Ashraf, a man from the 
jews.” 


And Al-Imam At-Tabari has chosen [the opinion] 
that at-Taghut is all that is worshipped besides 
Allah, whether it be a stone, a shaytan, a djinn, or 
a son of Adam, it also includes the sahirs and 
priests.

“The accurate view according to me regarding 
Taghut is that it applies to every type of 
transgression against Allah, and thus it is 
worshipped besides Him. Either due to him 
compelling those who worship him, or out of 
obedience from the one who worships him. This 
is whether the thing being worshipped is a 
person, a shaytan, a djinn, an animal, or a statue 
or whatever the thing maybe.” 


And Jawhariy said: 
Jal oô Gal) (SS Glands Gals! 32 UI 


“Taghut is the kahin, the shaytan and every head 
of misguidance.” 


And ALImàm ibn al-Qayyim al 4e», has 
summarized the meaning of Taghut and said:

"All which is exceeded by the servant beyond its 
limit in following, or worshipping or obeying." 


What he ment a) 40>, is all that went above his 
capability and gave himself rights that aren't for 
him whether being worshipped, obeyed or 
followed. This doesnt apply to the salihin 
[righteous people] because they will never accept 
it in the first place. 


So all those who elevate themselves to the level of 
Uluhiyah [worship] or being elevated by the 
people and are pleased with it, is a at-taghut. And 
if he claims so then his crime is greater. 


And all the scholars who are being followed who 
crossed their lines, and the line is following The 
Prophet Muhammad £&, so if he crosses his limit 
when it comes to tahlil and tahrim that what 
Allah didn't permit, and this means; that he 
makes halal what Allah made haram, 


or he makes haram what Allah has made halal in 
His Kitab or by the tongue of His Rasul, or calls to 
innovation, or makes sinning attractive, then he 
is a Taghut. 


And all those who are obeyed from those who 
were given sultah [authority] and crossed their 
limits, and their limit is implementing the 
sharr'ah of Allah 4s, Commanding that Allah and 
His Messenger £& are obeyed and the combining 
of dunyah with din. 


So if he crosses his limits and orders people to 
disobey Allah 4lþ or legislates laws for the people 
and forces those laws upon them while they are 
in contradiction to what Al-Mustapha 
Muhammad % was sent with, then he's a 
Taghtt. 


A Person can not be a Muslim without declaring 
disbelief in taghüt ‘al-kufr bi at-taghut’ 


So my dear brothers now that the meaning of 
taghut has become clear to you, every Muslim 
and Muslimah on the face of the earth must 
know that declaring disbelieve in the taghut is 
one part of the shahadah “La illaha illa Allah” and 
having Iman [belief] in Allah is the second part. 


This means that “La illaha illa Allah” contains 
two matters; 


e First; That Allah is the Only One worthy of 
worship Exclusively and that no one else 
deserves this worship besides him. 


e Second; Declaring Disbelief in all that is 
worshipped besides Allah lb, is an obligated 
matter. 


This is the reason behind 'ilm [knowledge] being 
a condition [one of the 7] of the shahadah, and 
this is Commanded by Allah in His saying: “So 
know, [0 Muhammad], that there is no deity 
except Allah [La illaha illa Allah]." [47:19] 


This means that we have to know the taghut so 
we can declare disbelief in it. 


My brothers, practicing Al-Kufr bi At-Taghut 
means that you believe in its falsehood, that you 
hate it, that you leave and abandon it, that you 
show Barae [distance] towards it, and that you 
denouncing it [i.e the taghüt], that you hating its 
people and that you show enmity and Barae 
towards them. 


Shaykh Al-Islam Al-Mujaddid Muhammad ibn 
‘Abd Al-Wahhab , Jls5 alll de>) said:

"You should understand - may Allah have mercy

“You should understand that a person can not

the saying of Allah .l»: "So whoever disbelieves in 
taghut and believes in Allah has grasped the most 
trustworthy handhold.” [2:256]

“My brothers, hold on to the asl [fundamentals] of 
your Din, its beginning and its end, which is La 
illaha illa Allah. Affirm its meaning. Love those 
who belong to it, consider your brothers even if 
they are far away from you. 


Declare disbelief in the tawagith, hate the one 
who loves them or argues on their behalf, or the 
one who doesn't make takfir on them, even if he 
says; ‘Allah did not oblige me to make takfir on 
them.’ He lied to Allah and slandered Him. Rather 
Allah obliged him with that by ordering him to 
declare disbelief in them and to denounce them, 
even if they are his brothers and childrens. So by 
Allah, by Allah, hold on to the fundamentals of 
your Din, so that you might meet Your Lord 
without associating any partners with Him.” End 
Quote 


Forgive me my brothers for the long quoting 
of the sayings of this imam, but he is the best 
when it comes to explaining the matter of at- 
Taghut, exposed its reality and warned the 
muslim ummah from it. He also said:

And he also said in Usul At-Thalathah; explaining 
that Al-kufr At-Taghut is an obligation upon all 
the nations, and that all messengers and prophets 
called to it.

So, my beloved brothers; al-kufr at-taghut is the 
condition of Islam, and the pillar of the 
testimony of faith, so the person who doesn't 
declare disbelief in taghüt he can not be a 
muslim. 


Like the Prophet Muhammad £& said:

"Whoever says La illaha illa Allah, and declares

This is why knowing the meaning and reality of 
taghut, and knowing the various types of taghut, 
especially the types that the muslims were tested 
by in this modern day and age, is from the most 
important things obliged on a muslim. 


Amir Al-Mu’minin ‘Umar ibn Al-Khattab Al- 
Muhaddath Al-Mulham [the one who is inspired 
dic Al | 2] said:

“The bonds of Islam will be undone one by one if 
there rises in Islam [a people] who don't know al- 
Jahiliyah [pre islamic period of ignorance]." 


This means that the ignorance of a person leads 
him to not knowing the reality of islam, or that 
the ignorance of not knowing the reality of 
Jahiliyah leads him to accepting principles of AI- 
Jahiliyah and not accepting the principles of 
islam. It can go even further by fighting against 
the principles of islàm and supporting some of 
the principles of AlJahiliyah, and this has 
already occured. 


Verily the muslimin are being plagued with 
tawagith in this modern day and age because 
they dont know the true meaning of their Din; 
and because they remained jahil [ignorant] on the 
reality of what Allah has sent His Prophet £& 
with, they are even jahil when it comes to the 
true meaning of La illaha illa Allah.

I became aware of the evil not because it's evil rather by 


fearing it *** The one who doesn't distinguish between 
the evil and good will [definitely] fall into evil 


So if the importance of this matter becomes clear, 
all muslims should understand that the ‘ulamae 
of islam may Allah have mercy on them all, cared 
about explaining the meaning of taghut, exposing 
its reality and warning from it as sincere advisors 
for the ummah and to fulfill their duty [towards 
Allah]. And making a matter clear [to the people] 
needs to be done according to the need [of 
clarifying it]. So whenever a fitnah was spread by 
any kind of the tawagith, Allah Ta'ala prepared 
from amongst the people of knowledge someone 


who stood up against it, protecting the Din, and 
fulfilling the prophecy of Rasuli Allah £& who 
said:

And the more the 'alim affirms and practices the 
beliefs of the Salaf As-Salih, that was funded by 
Prophet £& and his Sahabah, and the more he is 
grounded in islamic knowledge, and the more he 
is grounded in knowing his reality and the 


reality of his age, the more concern he gets for 
[protecting this] major fundament and the more 
he will take care of this great matter. 


When the tawagith appeared in the Islamic 
countries at the time of Shaykh Al-Islam ibn 
Taymiyyah „Jls ai] de>), the Shaykh cared a lot 
and payed a lot of attention, and has put all his 
efforts in explaining and making the matter of 
the tawagith clear. That can be seen in his books 
where he wrote a lot about worshipping other 
than Allah 4» and calling upon the dead. 


So when he witnessed the Tartars seeking 
judgment and legislation in other than the 
sharrah of Allah Jb, and he witnessed people 
seeking legislation and judgment from the habits 
of their parents and grandparents at some 
villages, and he saw deviation from the Kitab and 
Sunnah and endorsement of what is called 
“Siyasat” [politics] among some of the fuqahae, 
Shaykh Al-Islam also warned against that. This 
was also the case with his students; Al-Imam ibn 
Al-Qayyim and Al-Hafith ibn Kathir dil Lege; 
olas. 


A couple of centuries later, when the earth was 


darkened with shirk, kufr and  bid'ah 
[innovation], and after dalal [deviation] and fasad 
[corruption] spread on the earth. Allah prepared 
for this ummah Shaykh Al-Islam Muhammad ibn 
‘Abd Al-Wahhab and after him he prepared his 
students. 


So they clarified and exposed many kinds of 
tawagith that the muslims were plagued by 
during their lifetimes, like all that is worshipped 
besides Allah Jb; qubür [graves], shayatin [devils] 
and those whom people call Salihin and Awliyae 
[righteous people]. 


In their lifetimes there were plenty of priests and 
magicians, and people in their lifetimes were 
used to seek judgment and legislation from other 
than the Judgment of Allah. So they took their 
responsibility in  clarifying, warning and 
exposing its falsehood. 


After that the muslims were plagued in our 
modern day and ages with al-ilmaniyah al- 
Kafirah [kufri secularism], and with the Jahiliyah 
and taghüti laws & constitutions that are rooted 
back to the kafir christian Europeans. Allah 
prepared a people, who will stand up against it, 


and clarify its evil and showing that it is a cleacut 
nullifier to the Asl [fundament] of the Din which 
is; La illaha illa Allah and the secularism is a 
taghut that muslims must declare their disbelieve 
in. 


This [idea of secularism] was confronted by the 
imam of his time, and the shaykh ul Islam of his 
era, the mufti of this land, as-Shaykh 
Muhammad ibn Ibrahim ,,Jlsi alll a>) and this 
was Clarified by the imam of hadith in his era 
and the noble shaykh Ahmad Shakir ail 40>, 
ol, and this was also clarified by the Qurani 
and pious Shaykh Muhammad al-Amin as- 
Shinquiti „Jle al] de>) the writer of ‘Adwaa al- 
Bayan’ and by many other scholars in different 
places on this world. 


And Allah is still preparing for this Din a 
generation that He will use in His obedience, they 
will refute on His behalf the distortions of the 
extremists and the fabrications of the 
promulgators of falsehood, and they will clarify 
and show the true meaning of this Din to the 
shabab [youth] of this ummah and its coming 
generations. 


Verily, the ‘Ulamae have warned against the 
taghut with any means they possessed, by 
referring to the Quran and by writing poetry [an- 
Nadhm/Shi'r]. 


And from among the best who spoke about the 
matter of taghut after Shaykh Al-Islam 
Muhammad ibn ‘Abd Al-Wahhab „Jls al de>) in 
these late centuries, is the noble Shaykh 
Sulayman ibn Sahman „Jls all de>) in one of his 
excellent Rasa'il and I will share some parts of it 
with you at the end of my talk this night. 


And also the great and noble Shaykh 'Abd Allah 
Aba Butayn ,jle3 ail 4e», and his words are 
collected in Ad-Durar As-Sanniyah and I will 
share some of them in this lecture when we talk 
about the various kinds of tawagith. 


And I will also share some of the nadhm [poetry] 
in Ad-Durar As-Sanniyah by one of the ‘ulamae 
of his era, the noble Shaykh Ishhaq ibn as- 
Shaykh ‘Abd ar-Rahman ibn Hassan Aal as- 
Shaykh. 


The mutakalimin [philosophy and kalam] 
murjiah had the worst effect on the muslim 
ummah and distorting its ‘Aqidah 


So my dear brothers, the Salaf As-Salih had 
understanding and knowledge of at-taghut and 
its various kinds and that’s why there was not 
much deviation from the Sirat Al-Mustaqim 
[straight Path]. 


Verily, deviation from the Sirat Al-Mustagim 
occurs when people are jahil when it comes to 
the true essence of the Din, that’s why when the 
affairs of the ummah changed after the blessed 
three generations [Sahabah, Tabiin and Tabi’ at- 
Tabi'in], and [people following] bid'ah spread, the 
ignorance of at-taghut became obvious. 


My brothers in Islam, the mutakalimin [the 
people of kalam, philosophy etc.] from among the 
mu'tazillah, the asha'irah, the mataruidis and 
their likes, and also the murji'ah had the worst 
effect on the muslim ummah in distorting the 
purity and true essence of [its] 'Aqidah. 


They corrupted its fitrah and they seriously 
distorted it. This has led to major ignorance in 


the true essence of Allah sending His messengers 
and prophets, and revealing His Books which is 
Tawhid and that was funded on two major 
Pillars: 


e First: Believe in Allah Jb Exclusively without 
associating any partners with Him. 


e Second: To declare disbelief in the taghut. 


The traces that were left behind by the 
mutakallimtn were evil, because they have 
explained La illaha illa Allah and understood 
Tawhid as Tawhid Ar-Rububiyah solely. 


So they said: this means; Allah is the Creator and 
that there is no Creator other than Allah. So 
according to them, the one who believes that 
Allah 4j» is Al-Khaliq [Creator] and Al-Raziq 
[Sustainer] and other Deeds of the Lord «lb, he is 
the muwahhid who has perfected his Tawhid. So 
this is Tawhid according to them. 


So according to this understanding Abu Jahl and 
Abu Lahab would also be considered 
muwahhidin. This is because both of them didn't 
deny that Allah 4b was Al-Khaliq and Al-Raziq, 


Because Allah 4j» has said: “And if you asked 
them who created them, they would surely say: 
“Allah’." [43:87] 


Verily, the shirk [committed by] Abi Jahl and Abi 
Lahab was related to Tawhid Al-Uluhiyah, and 
that is sincerity in worshipping Allah 4b 
exclusively. This is where the ummah deviated, I 
mean by this when these mutakallimün appeared 
on the scene and spread in the east and the west 
of the muslim countries. 


So the Ummah deviated from the [understanding 
of] La illaha illa Allah and that has led to the 
worshipping of graves who are from the tawagith 
and that also led to all kinds of acts of worship of 
the priests, sahirs, al-munajimin [astrologers], 
awliyae & salihin [righteous people] and many 
others. And these are all tawagith. 


This has also led to leniency when it comes to 
seeking legislation and judgment from other than 
the shari'ah of Allah 4b, according to them it is 
just a matter of practice. 


As for the murji'ah, they are the worst in leaving 
evil traces on the [beliefs of the] muslimin. They 


have corrupted the beliefs of the muslimin and 
they have corrupted their deeds, their akhlaq and 
their Sulük [behaviour]. 


Al-Irjaa means; Iman [having faith] is [to] believe 
with the heart that the message of The Prophet 
Muhammad £& was the message of truth. 


According to this understanding Aba Talib [uncle 
of the Prophet #4] had to be a mu'min because he 
believed that the Prophet & was on the Haq, and 
that he is Sadiq [sincere], but he refused following 
him and obeying and the Prophet's % last words 
when he died were; he is on the millah [religion] 
of 'Abd al-Muttalib. 


Aba Talib said in some of his own poetry 
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I have surely understood that the Din of Muhammad - Is 
better than all other religions of mankind 
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If I wasn't fearing blame and slander [from Quraysh] - 
you would have found me accepting with full conviction. 


So he knew that the Din of the Prophet #2 was 


truthful, and this is the reality of all kufar in 
Quraysh, they knew that the Prophet % was 
truthful in his message, but they refused to 
accept it and they became arrogant and that is 
why they were kafirin. 


So the murj'ah have dismantled the actions 
[from the understanding] of what is called iman, 
so the one who affirms with his heart is a 
believer even if he didn’t affirm with his tongue 
and didn’t act according to the teachings of islam 
at all [action with limbs]. 


This is why we are witnessing Al-Hukm [ruling & 
governance] with other than Allah .b has 
revealed in most of the muslim countries. And 
the ‘ulamae of the murji'ah remained silent. 


According to them, this [ruling with other than 
sharr'ah] doesn't nullify what we call Iman, and 
this is wallahi deviation from the Haq and the 
manhaj of Ahl As-Sunnah wa Al-Jama’ah which 
was funded by the Prophet £&. 


And all of this my beloved brothers has led to 
[muslims] not knowing the nawagidh [nullifiers] 
of islam and not knowing [matters that causes] 


apostasy among many of the muslimin. And this 
led to the prevalence of the governance of taghut 
and the prevalence of the worship of tāghūt in 
many muslim countries while they are thinking 
that they were still Muslim and still doing good. 


My dear brothers, the Salaf As-Salih had a high 
level of concern for [educating people on] this 
major fundament and that’s why they even stated 
about al-kufr bi at-taghut in their wills. 


Al-Imam Abu Muhammad ad-Darimi «ïl do») 
ol narrated in his sunnan on the authority of 
Makhul that he entrusted him that he testified 
that there is no god worthy of worship besides 
Allah Exclusively and that Muhammad was His 
slave and messenger and that he believed in 
Allah and that he declared disbelief in at-taghüt 
he lived on it and in sha Allah he died on it and 
hopes that he will be resurrected upon it. [until 
the end of his wasiyah [will] 


So you can see for yourself o Muslim that this 
noble imam stated in his final will that he 
declared disbelief in at-taghut and this is because 
he had ‘ilm of al-kufr bi at-taghut being a 
condition of [accepting a person's] islam. 


My dear brothers, I will now state some including 
statements on the meaning of the phrase at- 
taghut. After that I will continue in sha Allah my 
speech in going into detail when it comes to the 
most important Ru'us [heads] of at-taghut. 


As-Shaykh ‘Abd Allah Aba Butayn 4lJl 40>) said 
after quoting the saying of the 'Ulamae in 
explaining the meaning of at-taghut: 
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“According to the statements of the scholars 
al ego>); the name at-taghut comprises 
everything which is known as a Ma’bud 
[worshipped] other than Allah and all of the 
leaders of Dalalah [deviation/misguidance] who 
call to it and make it seem good. 


It also comprises all of those who were appointed 
by the people to judge with the rulings of 
Jahiliyyah, which are in contradiction to the laws 
of Allah .+ and His Prophet £&. It also comprises 
the _ priests/soothsayers, magicians, the 
custodians of the idols [and places of idol- 
worshipping; ie. shrines, graves], those who 
invite people to worship the ones in the graves 
and others and those who make up false stories 
which mislead the Jahil [ignorant] people, 
deluding them that “the ones in the graves and its 
likes carry out the needs of those who turn 
towards him and directs [their worship] to him, 
and that he will do such and such”, which is false 
in reality or from the acts of the shayatin. [They 
do this] so that they may delude the people that 
the one who is in the grave and its likes carry out 
the needs of those who directs [their worship] to 
him, consequently making them get caught in 
Shirk al-Akbar [major shirk] and its tributary. 
The origin of all of these types and the greatest of 
them all is the shaytan: this is the greatest 
taghit.” End of his quote alJl da>; 


And Shaykh Ishàq ibn Shaykh 'Abd ar-Rahman 
ibn Hassan Aal as-Shaykh al «e», said in his 
final poem witch he named: 


"al-Urjüzah al-Mufidah fi Masa'il al-’Aqidah” 
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The shaykh says: “Al-Kufru bi At-Taghuti Fardun 
Lazimu, fi Al-Urwati Al-Wuthqae fa ayna 
Al-Alimü" 


This means that al-kufr bi taghut is a condition 
for [grasping] the most trustworthy handhold, 
like [mentioned] in the verses that are [present] 
with us. 


The shaykh then says “fi ayat al-Kursi”: and this 
is the meaning of: “So whoever disbelieves in at- 
taghut and believes in Allah has grasped the most 
trustworthy handhold” [2:256] 


He then says; "An-Nahl" and by this he means the 
saying of Allah 4l»: “And We certainly sent into 
every nation a messenger, [saying], "Worship 
Allah and avoid at-taghut.” [16:36] 


His saying “Al-Lathi yakfi wa yashfi” means that 
whomsoever has knowledge of the meaning of 
ayat Al-Kursi and what came after it, the ayah 
that follows it, and that what was in surat an- 
Nahl that would be sufficient for him as 
knowledge to know the true meaning of Tawhid. 


His saying "Fashrab As-Safiy Al-Adhiy" means 
drink from the clear well that is not mixed with 
anything [pure]. 


The Shaykh then says: "Fa Kullü mà qad Jawaza 
Al-Mashrüa, Fa  innahü  AtTaghutu Qul 
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This is the [true] meaning of at-taghüt; all that 
crosses its limits that were prescribed for him by 
Allah 4j» and His Prophet then he is at-taghut. 


The shaykh said; this is a forbidden matter. 
"Ibadatan aw Ta’atan aw Hubba” this means: if he 
crosses his limits in worship so he worshipped it, 
or crossed its limits in obeying so he obeyed him, 
or he crossed his limits in loving so loved it, then 
this is at-taghut [those worshipped obeyed and 
loved besides Allah]. 


The Shaykh then says: “Sammi Al-Muta’a fi Ad- 
Dalali Rabba”, so the one who is worshipped in 
misguidance is a God. Because Allah .lb said: 
“They have taken their scholars and monks as 
lords besides Allah” [9:31] and this is also 
mentioned by the poet. He said: 


Hatadha ‘Adiyun Qala Lasna Na’budu - Qala an-Nabiyu 
Laysa Hadha al-Magsidu 


Yatlu ‘alayhi iTaghadhu Ahbarahum - Arbabahum 
Mubayinan Akhbarahum 


Hiya Ta’atu al-Ahbari fi at-Tahlili - Kathaka fi at-Tahrimi 
bi at-Tadlili 


The shaykh aI 45; has stated that; the one who 
is obeyed in misguidance, has been taken as God 
by the one who obeyed him. Because when 'Adiy 
ibn Hatim heard The Prophet #£ reciting the 
saying of Allah 4l» over him: 


“They have taken their scholars and monks as 
lords besides Allah, and [also] the Messih, the son 
of Mary. And they were not commanded except 
to worship one God; there is no deity except Him. 
Exalted is He above whatever they associate with 
Him.” [9:31] 


‘Adiy said to to the Prophet #8: “Ya Rasuli Allah 
we are not worshipping them! So the Prophet $ 
said: “that is not what I meant’ like the shaykh 
said in his poem: “Qala an-Nabiyu Laysa Hadha 
al-Maqsidu" So what he meant was that he said: 


“Do they not make haram what Allah has made 
halal and you obeyed them, and do they not 
make halal what Allah made haram so you 
followed them? 'Adiy said: Yes [we did]. So the 
Prophet % said: "That is your [act of] worship." 


Yatlu ‘alayhi iTaghadhu Ahbarahum - Arbabahum 
Mubayinan Akhbarahum 


Hiya Ta’atu al-Ahbari fi at-Tahlili - Kathaka fi at-Tahrimi 
bi at-Tadlili 


So, whoever obeys the 'ulamae or the leaders in 
making halal what Allah 4 made haram, like 
making zinah, alcohol and other sins halal. 


Or he obeys them in making haram what Allah 
made halal like marrying multiple wives and 
similar, by this he has given them the status of at- 
taghut and by this he becomes mushrik 
[polytheist] who has left the fold of islam. If he 
obeys them while having knowledge that he did. 


The shaykh all do>) said: “Wa Al-Hukmu bi Al- 
Qanuni Amrun Munkaru - La Habadha 
Ma'müruhum wa Al-Amiru” 


Ruling with the [man made qawanin] laws is 
munkar because those laws are at-taghüt, so it's 
an obliged matter to declare disbelief in it, it is 
obliged on every muslim and muslimah, male 
and female, young and old to declare disbelief in 
the man made laws. 


Whether these laws were legislated by the 
parliament, a council of a nation, a council of 
people, a general assembly, and other similar 
organisations. Every law that contradicts the 
sharrah of Allah, and every system that 
contradicts the sharrah of Allah 4l», it becomes 
an obligation [upon us] to declare disbelief in it. 


And we have already mentioned and explained 


how to declare disbelief in at-taghut, the muslim 
has to make barae from it, he has to hate it, and 
show enmity towards it and to show enmity 
towards its people and to make Barae from them. 


His saying: “La Habadha Ma’muruhum” means 
the one who is obeyed from among the nation or 
a people. And his saying; “wa Al-Amirü" means 
the leader/ruler or the legislator. 


“Ma 'alima al-Miskinu hina Yudhant - La Tajidu, La 
Taq udu, La Tarkanu" 


The shaykh says that the one who appeases those 
tawagith he didn’t ponder over the saying of 
Allah Jl: “You will not find a people who believe 
in Allah and the Last Day having affection for 
those who oppose Allah and His Rasul [58:22] 
This contains “La Tajidu" 


“La Taqudu" also means that he didn’t ponder 
over the saying of Allah 4l»: “And it has already 
come down to you in the Book [i.e, the Quran] 
that when you hear the verses of Allah [recited], 
they are denied [by them] and ridiculed; so do not 
sit with them until they enter into another 
conversation. Indeed, you would then be like 
them. 


Indeed, Allah will gather the munafiqin and 
kafirin in Hell all together.” [4:140] 


"La Tarkanu" refers to Allah .b saying: “And do 
not incline toward those who do wrong, lest you 
be touched by the Fire, and you would not have 
other than Allah any protectors; then you would 
not be helped." [11:113] 


“Ma 'alima al-Miskinu hina Yudhant - La Tajidu, La 
Taq'udu, La Tarkanu" 


"Yaqulu ‘Dini Liy’ Waqul ‘Ya Ayyuha’ - Takfi Walakin 
Dahahum Jahltha” 


This means that a person might say; I will sit 
down with them! I will compliment them! I will 
appease them! My Din is mine. 


So this person misinterpreted Allah . saying; 
“Say, "O kafirun * I do not worship what you 
worship.” until Allah .b says: “For you is your 
Din, and for me is my Din” 


So the shaykh refutes him by saying: “Waqul ‘Ya 
Ayyuha” referring to: "Say, "O kafirun.” [109:1] 


“Takfi Walakin Dahahum Jahluha" means that 


they were struck with ignorance of the meaning 
of this major Surah which obliges Barae from 
shirk, like they were struck with ignorance of the 
true meaning of La illaha illa Allah. 


Then the Shaykh explained the meaning of surat 
Al-Kafirun by saying: “Qad Unzilat lil Farqi wa 
Al-Musaramati - Fa Tughidhat lil Jam’ wa Al- 
Musalamati” this means that this verse was 
revealed to leave and distance ourselves from the 
kufar, to fight and confront them and to show 
enmity towards them. 


This is its true meaning of Surat Al-Kafirun, those 
who love to appease kufar used it for the sake of 
peace with the kafirin, and for the sake of uniting 
with them and remaining silent on the falsehood 
and munkar they believe in. 


Ru'üs At-Taghüt [i.e. the heads of Taghut] 


My beloved brothers, Shaykh Al-Islam Al- 
Mujaddid Muhammad ibn ‘Abd Al-Wahhab ae» 
_Jlsi 4JJI has stated that the heads of the tawagith 
[plural for taghut] are five. He said like it is 
mentioned in Ad-Durar As-Sanniyah, and all the 
statements I have quoted today that belong to 
him are from Ad-Durar As-Sanniyah: 


The tawagith are many, and their heads are five: 


The first Shaytan who calls the people to 
worship other than Allah .b and the evidence is: 
“Did I not enjoin upon you, O children of Adam, 
that you not worship shaytan - [for] indeed, he is 
to you a clear enemy.” [36:60] 


The second: The tyrannical and oppressive ruler 
who replaces the Ahkam [rulings] of Allah lb and 
the evidence is: “Have you not seen those who 
claim to have believed in what was revealed to 
you, [0 Muhammad], and what was revealed 
before you? They wish to refer legislation to 
taghut, while they were commanded to reject it; 
and the shaytan wishes to lead them far astray.” 
[4:60] 


The third: The one who judges by other than 
what Allah 4» has revealed, and the evidence is: 
“And whoever does not judge by what Allah has 
revealed - then it is those who are the kafirun.” 
[5:44] 


The fourth: The one who claims to have 
knowledge of the Ghayb [unseen] and the 
evidence is: “[He is] Knower of the unseen, and He 
does not disclose His [knowledge of the] unseen 
to anyone. Except whom He has approved of 
messengers.” [72:27] And Allah 4l» also said: “And 
with Him are the keys of the unseen; none knows 


them except Him.” [6:59] 


The fifth; The one who is worshipped apart from 
Allah 4j» and is pleased with being worshipped 
and the evidence is: “And whoever of them 
should say, "Indeed, I am a god besides Him" - that 
one We would recompense with Hell.” [21:29] 


And in Al-Usil At-Thalathah the shaykh ail 45. 
ol also labelled the one who calls others to 
worship him as being a head of the tawagith. 


My beloved brothers, these are the most 
important heads of the tawagith and we will 


speak about them one by one, so that it becomes 
clear for the muslim that he must declare 
disbelief in these heads that have become many 
and spread in our modern day and ages, I ask 
Allah to protect all the muslims. 


The first head of the tawagith is shaytan, by this 
we mean iblis and his helpers and servants from 
the shayatin al-Ins [mankind] and Al-Djinn, those 
who are the enemies of the messengers and 
prophets aul ogc and those who are the 
enemies of the followers of the prophets and 
messengers, those who are calling to 
misguidance and prevent [others] from the path 
of Allah. 


From these shayatin are the ‘ilmaniyun 
[secularists], the qawmiyün [nationalists], the 
munafiqun [hypocrites] and other branches of 
murtadin who are outside the fold of islam. 


Allah 4l» said: “And thus We have made for every 
prophet an enemy - shayatin from mankind and 
djinn, inspiring to one another decorative speech 
in delusion. But if your Lord had willed, they 
would not have done it, so leave them and that 
which they invent. And [it is] so the hearts of 


those who disbelieve in the Hereafter will incline 
toward it [i.e., deceptive speech] and that they 
will be satisfied with it and that they will commit 
that which they are committing. [6:112-113] 


And Allah 4j» also said about firawn and the 
leaders who were lobbying him to kill Musa agile 
asl and the believers: “And We made them 
leaders inviting to the Fire, and on the Day of 
Resurrection they will not be helped. And We 
caused to overtake them in this world a curse, 
and on the Day of Resurrection they will be of the 
despised. [28:41-42] 


My beloved brothers, The one who invites others 
to a capitalistic, materialistic system and by 
doing so he contradits Islam than he is a at- 
taghut. The one who slanders Islam, doesn’t see 
the sharrah as complete, mocks it, whether he 
does so in an article, a book, a Tv-show, on stage 
of a theatre, in private or in public, joking or 
being serious, this person is a at-taghut and a 
kafir. 


Every person who publishes a book, or spreads an 
article, or works at a media-station and helps 
them in a slander campaign against Islam, 


against the Prophet #, or against the Ayat [signs] 
of Allah Jb this person is a at-taghut and an 
Imam [leader] in misguidance. 


Every person who fights against Islam in what 
way whatsoever, and those who hinder [people] 
from the Path of Allah [i.e Islam], with his tongue, 
his person or his wealth, than this person is a at- 
taghut and a rebellious shaytan, from the 
shayatin al-Ins [mankind] or from the djinn. 


Thus, it becomes an obligation on every single 
Muslim to hate them and to show Barae from 
him, and he must declare disbelief in him show 
him enmity for the sake of Allah and fighting 
him if he’s capable of doing that. 


The second head of the tawagith is the one who's 
worshipped besides Allah being pleased with it. 
Whether he’s worshipped during his life or after 
he died, if he’s pleased with that [ie. being 
worshipped]. From among them are some Imams 
of the süfis and their extremists who are 
worshipped besides Allah and are pleased with 
and silent about it. It's even worse; they call their 
disciples and followers to worship them, and ask 
them [for help] in time of need, and to travel and 
make tawaf around their graves. 


From among them are all the legislators, who are 
legislating laws that contradict the Din of Allah 
Jb like the members of a parliament, or the 
oppressive rulers who legislate laws that 
contradict the Book of Allah and the Sunnah of 
His Prophet £&. 


All of them are calling [others] to worship them, 
since they have given themselves Attributes and 
Names that belong to Allah’s Rubübiyah 
[Lordship]; like at-Tashri [legislating], because 
Allah 4p said: "Legislation is not but for Allah. He 
has commanded that you worship not except 
Him." [12:40] From among them is also the one 
who calls [others] to worship him, he is from the 
heads of the tawagith, even if he's not 
worshipped. 


From among them are those who call for Ghuluw 
[extremism] and approve it, whether that is 
ghuluw in [calling upon others] who are dead or 
alive. Like the Mashayikh of misguidance, and it 
is narrated on some of them that he was 
encouraging his followers to visit his grave and 
to call upon him if they were in need of anything. 
So this person is like Firawn who said to his 
people: ^O eminent ones, I have not known you to 
have a god other than me." [28:38] 


The third head of the tawagith, are the one who 
claims to have knowledge of the unseen, and 
examples of these o dear muslims are the likes of 
the astrologers, magicians, sorcerers, ar-Rammal 
[one who claims knowledge of the unseen, 
hidden matters by drawing lines in the sand], a 
fortune teller, and their likes, from those who 
claims that he has knowledge of the unseen and 
the future than they are tawagith. 


The matters of Ghayb [unseen] my dear brothers, 
can be divided into two: 


e Ghayb Al-Waqi [realty] - and this is the 
relative unseen - It is known among some 
and unknown among others. 


e Ghayb Al-Mustagbal [future] - and this is the 
real unseen - only Allah knows this and those 
whom He has approved of His messengers. 


So the one who claims to know the [last] kind of 
Ghayb of the future, he is a kafir and he is 
expressing disbelief in Allah and His Prophet $, 
Allah said: “Say, "None in the heavens and earth 
knows the unseen except Allah, and they do not 
perceive when they will be resurrected." [27:65] 


And Allah 4s said to His Prophet #8 and he is the 
best of mankind: "Say, [O Muhammad], "I do not 
tell you that I have the depositories [containing 
the provision] of Allah or that I know the unseen, 
nor do I tell you that I am an angel. I only follow 
what is revealed to me." [6:50] 


Thus my beloved brothers, every muslim should 
be aware of dealing with those who claim to have 
the knowledge of the unseen. If he believes a 
person who claims to have knowledge of the 
unseen, he becomes a kafir bi Allah Jl. 


There has been an increase of people in our 
modern day and ages who go to the sahirs and 
charlatans for treatment [sihr with sihr] etc. They 
don't know that sihr is kufr, and that the sahir is 
a kafir because he can only treat sihr by 
[committing] shirk, and by doing some acts of 
worship to the shaytan. 


Allah 4p said: "And they followed what the devils 
had recited during the reign of Sulayman. It was 
not Sulaymàn who disbelieved, but the devils 
disbelieved, teaching people magic and that 
which was revealed to the two angels at Babylon, 
Harut and Marut. But they [i.e., the two angels] do 


not teach anyone unless they say, "We are a trial, 
so do not disbelieve [by practicing magic]." [2:102] 


And people are also being tested with [going to] 
fortune tellers, astrologers those who claim to 
have the knowledge of the unseen to inform 
about the events that might occur in the future 
and inform them about the good luck. The 
Prophet #% has said: 
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"He who goes to a fortune teller and asks him 
about something, his Salat [prayers] will not be 
accepted for forty days." Transmitted by Imam 
Muslim in his Sahih. 


And The Prophet has also said: 
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“The one who goes to a fortune teller or a 
sorcerer and believes what he says has 
disbelieved in what was revealed to Muhammad 
$E. This is an authentic hadith transmitted by 
Imam Ahmad, al-Hakim, al-Bayhaqi and others. 


As for astrology; this is a form of sihr and The 
Prophet £& said: 
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"He who acquires a branch of the knowledge of 
astrology, learns a branch of magic [of which he 
acquires more as long as] he continues to do so." 
This is transmitted by Abu Dawud with an 
authentic chain, authenticated by an-Nawawi 
and others. 


What is seen as astrology is what they publish in 
some magazines in Paris and London that speak 
about the future of the newborns using 
horoscopes and similar. All of them, my beloved 
brothers are from the Ru'üs of the tawagith. From 
among them are those who claim to summon the 
Spirits, read the palms of the hands, or read 
coffee cups, or others who claim to have access to 
the unseen, whatever their name might be. 


All of them are from the Ru'üs of the tawagith, it 
is an obligation to declare disbelief in them, 
hating them and showing Barae and enmity 
towards them. Following them and going to them 


is pure ignorance, and a despicable and foolish 
path because they only utter myths, and it’s a 
form of humanity becoming bogged down. 


And in our modern day and ages humanity has 
started to return to becoming bogged down like 
the first people of jahiliyah. Going to charlatans 
and sahirs has increased nowadays, it become 
that worse that some kafir leaders who some 
people became fascinated by because of the 
development they have achieved, have gone that 
far that they turn back to the male and female 
sahirs and sorcerers so they can inform them 
about events of the future, and order them what 
to do. 


My beloved brothers, the fourth and fifth head 
from the heads of the tawagith are the oppressive 
and tyrannical rulers who replaced the shari'ah 
of Allah, and the one who judges with other than 
Allah has revealed. 


My brothers in islam, The ummah has never 
been plagued in any of its eras like the way it is 
plagued and tested in our modern day and ages. 
Ever since Allah 4» sent Muhammad £& until two 
centuries ago the Muslims were always 


governed and ruled with the shari’ah of Allah 4b, 
there was a small period of time where the 
Tartars ruled with Al-Yasig that was invented by 
Genkis Khan. This Yasiq was an collection of 
Islamic, christian, jewish ideas mixed with some 
habits of his parents and grandparents, and his 
descendants governed the muslim lands they 
conquered by the Tartars with that law. 


This was a short period of time and it didn’t 
influence the affairs of the muslims much, the 
affairs changed quickly. 


So Allah .b defeated the Tartars and the 
muslimin who were holding firm to their islam 
knew that the Tartars were on falsehood. So 
quick after that their revolution stopped, and its 
armies withdrew. Short after that the Tartars 
accepted islam, and they became [part of] its 
soldiers and conquered many lands from what 
we know today as Russia. 


Despite that the ‘Ulamae stood up against that 
Yasiq clarifying the stance towards it and its 
dangers. Leading the 'Ulamae who stood up 
against it was imam of his era Shaykh Al-Islam 
Abū Al-’Abbas ibn Taymiyyah „Jls ail de>). 


Verily, it was that pious ‘alim who faced the 
Tartars with true conviction. 


And when some fuqahae had doubts about the 
true state of the Tartars, when some of their 
kings were claiming to be Muslims, including 
their mu’addhin, their judge and their mufti, 
while they were ruling with al-Yasiq and when 
people had doubts on the legitimacy and 
permissibility of fighting them when they 
invaded Sham and the armies of islam went out 
to fight them, Shaykh Al-Islam ibn taymiyyah 
Jla ai] de>) at that time said his famous words: 
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"If you see me on that side [ie. side of the Tartars] 
with a mushaf placed on my head, [you should] 
kill me." 


So he issued a lot and numerous fatawa on the 
affairs of those Tartars, and the one who rebels 
against one ritual and law of islam known from 
the Din by necessity [like Salah, Zakah etc.] it 
becomes wajib to fight him, even if it was one 
ritual/law; this is the same as the Sahabah , 4; 
egic all who fought those who refrained from 
paying the zakāh. 


The fatawa of Shaykh Al-Islam ibn taymiyyah 
Jla 4lJl de>) can be found in the in 28th volume 
of his Majmu' Al-Fatawa in the second half of this 
volume, so whoever wants to review it can do so. 


After him it were his students like Al-Allamah 
ibn Kathir „Jle ail 4e») who stated in his tafsir 
of surat Al-Ma'idah that seeking legislation and 
judgment from this Al-Yasiq contains major kufr 
that takes a person outside the fold of islam. So 
whoever seeks judgment and legislation from it, 
it becomes wajib to fight him until he returns to 
the Kitab and Sunnah and implements them in 
the minor and major matters. And I will quote 
the fatawa of ibn kathir in sha Allah when I 
quote the fatwa of the noble Allamah Shaykh 
Sulayman ibn Sahman „Jls dil da>). 


After that period the ummah remained 
implementing the shariah of Allah until the 
kafirin came, I mean the English, French and 
Italian christian crusaders and others, so they 
colonized most of the Muslim lands. So when 
they colonized the Muslim lands, they activley 
pursuited, and they did with full conviction, to 
turn muslims away from seeking judgment in the 
sharr'ah al-Islamiyah. They did this in stages until 
they achieved their goals. 


This was the case in Turkey approximately 150 
years ago; and the Jahiliyah laws also made their 
entrance into Egypt also a long time ago 
somewhere around the beginning of the second 
half of the 19th century approximately 140 years 
ago. So these jahiliyah laws made their entrance 
in the lands of the Muslims and judged in matters 
related to the blood, the honor and the wealth of 
the muslims. 


When the colonists left, they had already 
prepared a filthy group, with an Arab skin, face 
and tongue, with the heart of the Europeans, 
disbelievers in Allah, believing in secularism as a 
Din. It was this minority who governed the 
muslim lands and fought against islam without 
compromising and is still doing that. 


This is the reality of the Muslim countries, from 
east to west. 


Those who rule with other than Allah revealed 
are the biggest of tawagith! 


So, the ummah is plagued with the 
implementation of the qawanin [laws] of al- 
Jahiliyah and they were introduced by the 
Jahiliyah christian European kufar, and the 
sharrah of Allah Ta’ala has been put aside [as a 
constitution] and this is the current state in the 
muslim countries. 


And the ‘Ulamae of the muslimin have issued 
fatawa on this and they didn’t fell short with 
regard to this, they have talked and talked, 
warned and warned, and they fulfilled their duty 
[towards Allah], they have clarified the matter to 
the muslimin and established the  Hujja 
[evidence] against them. 


They have clarified that these Qawanin [man 
made laws], and these constitutions that came to 
replace the Kitab of Allah and the Sunnah of His 
Prophet 8%. Their reality is like as-Shaykh 
Muhammad ibn Ibrahim Al as-Shaykh all 4o) 
ol named it in his excellent Risalah entitled: 
‘Tahkim al-Qawanin’ a clearcut and major kufr. 
Also the noble ‘Allamah Shaykh Ahmad Shakir 
Jla ai] de>) spoke about this in his 


commentary on the Musnad of Imam Ahmad, 
also in his commentary he summarized from the 
tafsir of al-Hafith ibn Kathir, he named it: 'Umdat 
at-Tafsir. So the one who wants to read their 
words can search for it. 


My beloved brothers, the one who contemplates 
over the Great Quran and ponders over the 
meanings of the ayat that were revealed by Allah 
Ta’ala to His Prophet £&, will realize that ruling 
with the shari'ah of Allah 4l» is a major pillar, and 
a grounded principle in the Tawhid [believe in 
Oneness of Allah], and a base of the bases of 
‘Aqidah, and this is established in Quran. You can 
read surat an-Nisae, al-Ma'dah, al-An'am, an-Nur 
and others, you will find this established clearly. 
Imam ibn al-Qayyim ail de>) said in ‘Madarij as- 
Salikin’, in the chapter of Ridhah [contentment]: 
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“Contentment with Allah as a Lord means that a 
person don't take a Lord besides Allah Ta’ala who 
leads him and who he asks in [time of] need: ‘Say, 
"Is it other than Allah I should desire as a lord 
while He is the Lord of all things? [6:164] and 
Allah said in the beginning of surat al-An'am: 
‘Say, "Is it other than Allah I should take as a 
protector, Creator of the heavens and earth’ [6:14]. 
This means that; seeking others to worship, to 
appoint as saviour, or as a safe haven other than 
Allah, is from the muwalat [allegiance] that 
includes al-Hubb [love] and Ta’ah [obedience]. 
Allah also in the middle of [surat al-An’am] said: 
[Say], "Then is it other than Allah I should seek as 
judge while it is He who has revealed to you the 
Book [i.e., the Quran] explained in detail?’ [6:114], 
meaning; is it other than Allah who will judge 
between me and you, seeking judgment in which 
we differ? Verily, this Book of Him is the Master 
of Judges, so how can we seek judgment in other 
than this Book? Verily He revealed it [in] an 
explained, detailed, sufficient and healing 
[manner]." 


And then Al-Imàm ibn Al-Qayyim „Jle all 4&5; 
said: 
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"A lot of people are content with Allah as their 
Lord, but they are not content with Him being the 
Guardian and Helper Exclusively rather they ally 
other awliyae besides Him thinking they are 
bringing them closer to Allah. Verily, a lot of 
people are content with other than Him as a 
Judge [or Legislator] from whom they seek 
judgement and legislation and being content with 
his judgment, whilst the pillars of Tawhid 
contain three important matters; that he doesnt 
take other than Him as Lord, a God, or other than 
Him as a Judge." End of quote 


My dear brothers; the one who rules with other 
than Allah Ta'ala has revealed is a taghut the 
biggest of tawagith! Shaykh 'Abd a-Rahman bin 
Qasim Jl all de>) has stated in his ‘Hashiyah’ 
on the Usul at-Thalatha by Shaykh ul Islam 
Muhammad ibn ‘Abd al-Wahhab , jJls5 alJl da>) as 
an explination of the shaykh's tafsir of [5:44], he 
said: 
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“Like the one who is ruling with the qawanin of 
al-Jahiliyah, or the qawanin of the state, just 
everyone who rules with other than Allah has 
revealed, whether that be qawanin or something 
else invented that isn't from the sharrah. He is a 
taghüt from the biggest of tawagith, and the 
‘ulamae have judged as clear cut kufr on the one 
who rules between the people with other than the 
sharr'ah of ar-Rahman." 


From those 'ulamae is al-Hafith ibn Kathir ae»; 
_dlsi ail in his tafsir of sürat al-Ma'idah.I will in 
sha Allah quote his sayings soon. His saying [that 
it is clear cut kufr] can be found under Allah 
Ta'ala saying: 'Then is it the judgement of [the 
time of] ignorance they desire?' [5:50]. 


This is also the stance and saying of the noble 
'Allamah Shaykh 'Abd ar-Rahman ibn Hassan in 
‘Qurat ‘Uyun al-Muwahiddin’ in his explanation 
of what is related to Allah’s saying: “Have you not 
seen those who claim to have believed in what 


was revealed before you? They wish to refer 
legislation to taghut, while they were 
commanded to reject it” [4:60]. 


This was also said by as-Shaykh Muhammad ibn 
Ibrahim „Jæ ai] 4e»; in his excellent Risalah 
entitled: ‘Tahkim al-Qawanin’, and also by 
shaykh Hamad ibn 'Atiq Jle ail de>) in his 
Risalah 'Sabil an-Najat wa al-Fakak’. And by the 
noble ‘Allamah as-Shaykh ‘Abd al-Aziz ibn Baz in 
his book: 'Naqd al-Qawmiyah al-’Arabiyah’. 


The Lajna Dà'ma has stated in an answer in 
volume one on page 542 and said: “at-taghut 
means; They [‘ulamae] said: What is meant by 
taghut in verse; “Have you not seen those who 
claim to have believed in what was revealed to 
you, [0 Muhammad]" all that deviated from the 
Book of of Allah Ta’ala and the sunnah of His 
Rasul 2%, seeking judgment from it, whether it be 
organisations or man made qawanin, or 
traditions inherited [from ancestors], or tribal 
leaders who judge between them with it, or with 
what the leader of a group or priest sees. So it 
becomes clear that all organisations that were 
placed to seek judgment and legislation from 
competing with the sharrah of Allah, are 
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included in the meaning of ‘at-taghut”. 


And in another answer of theirs, in the 1st 
volume on page 546; they said with regard to 
governments who rule with a constitution other 
than the shari’ah: “If they rule with other than 
Allah has revealed, the government is not 
islamic.” 


My dear brothers, ruling with other than Allah 
Ta'ala has revealed is categorized into two, there 
is the ruling in a specific between a man and 
another man by a judge who knows that he is 
wrong, and that he made a sin and in all of his 
other judgments he ruled with the shari’ah. So 
when he judges [with other than shari'ah] once or 
twice following his desires contradicting the 
sharr'ah, knowing that he is wrong, a sinner and 
that he doesn’t make istihlal of it. This one is 
judged a disobedient, and this is the one whom 
‘Abd Allah ibn ‘Abbas aic ail „ô and other 
scholars said that he fell into kufr duna kufr. 
Which means it’s not a kufr that takes one out of 
the fold of islam, rather it’s a greater sin than the 
major sins like it was stated by shaykh 
Muhammad ibn Ibrahim „Jls d/l de>). 


The second type is ruling with other than Allah 
has revealed, judging on the entire ummah in all 
of their matters, like general legislation. 


Whether this general legislation has the form of a 
constitution that contains all various spheres of 
life or most of them except for the personal 
circumstances, or [judges] in a matter of the 
matters of the Din that are known by necessity, 
this contains major kufr. 


So if we say for example; A ruler from among the 
rulers has legislated for the people a law that 
says; you should have equality between man and 
woman in the laws of inheritance, just this 
matter, and he forced this law on the muslimin, 
in this context this action is a deed of kufr. This is 
because it's a clear cut contradiction of the 
Judgment of Allah in His Noble Book and in the 
Sunnah of His Messenger 2. 


Shaykh Muhammad ibn Salih Al-Uthaymin do>) 
Jl ail was asked once: "Is there a difference 
between legislation in a specific case and the 
general legislation?" 


He answered: “Yes, the specific case is like we 
mentioned before, it contains minor kufr. As for 
the general legislation that they force on the 
muslimin, and by which all people are judged 
whether they like or dislike it, this is major kufr, 
we can not label it as something else. 


The one who does that has no excuse due to 
ignorance, because he can only do that with 
conviction that those laws are better than the 
sharrah like it’s known among those who have a 
common sense of intellect. So the one who turns 
away from something and sticks to something 
else, he indeed believes that it is better for him 
than the shari’ah of Allah 4p.” 


And here my brothers, is a long answer by as- 
Shaykh Sulayman ibn Sahman , Jlsi all do>y , it 
can be found in ‘ad-Durar as-Saniyyah’ after his 
introduction on a at-taghut and its meanings and 
the obligation of avoiding it, he said: 
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These are some words clarifying the meaning of 
taghüt and the obligation of avoiding it. Allah 
Ta’ala said: "There shall be no compulsion in 
[acceptance of] the religion. The right course has 
become distinct from the wrong. So whoever 


disbelieves in taghut and believes in Allah has 
grasped the most trustworthy handhold with no 
break in it. And Allah is Hearing and Knowing.” 
[2: 256]. So Allah Ta’ala made clear that the one 
who grasped the most trustworthy handhold is 
the one who declares disbelief in at-taghut, and 
that it comes before affirming belief in Allah. 
This is to prevent the claimer from claiming that 
he believed in Allah while he didn't declare 
disbelief in at-taghut, and that his claims are lies.” 
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Allah 4l» said: “And We certainly sent into every 
nation a messenger, [saying], "Worship Allah and 
avoid taghut.” [16:36] So Allah informed us that 
all messengers were sent to avoid at-taghut, so 
the one who doesn’t avoid them contradicts all 
the messengers.. Allah also said: “But those who 
have avoided taghut, lest 


they worship it, and turned back to Allah - for 
them are good tidings.” [39:17] So in these verses 
you can read the evidence on the obligation of 
avoiding at-taghut from various perspectives. 
What is meant by ‘avoiding’ it; hating and 
showing enmity with the heart, cursing and 
slandering it with the tongue, and removing it 
with your hand if capable of doing it. So the one 
who claims to avoid at-taghut and doesn't do any 
of these things is not sincere." 


As for the reality of at-taghut [it's true meaning] 
what is meant with it; there are many sayings 
from the salaf on its reality, the best that was said 
about it was done by ibn al-Qayyim and we have 
already quoted his words [in this lecture]." The 
Shaykh „Jls ail de>) then says: "He summarized 
it [i.e. ibn al-Qayyim's words] that at-taghut is 
three kinds; the taghut of Hukm [ruling] the 
taghut of ‘ibadah [worship] and the taghut of At- 
Ta’ah and Mutaba’ah [obeying and following]." 


And what is meant [by the shaykh] in this paper 
is the taghut of al-Hukm. This is because a lot of 
the groups who attributed themselves to islam 
they started seeking legislation and judgment 
from the traditions of their ancestors and they've 
named it the 'Shar' al-Rafaqah' and he might have 


published this paper because in his time some 
villages sought legislation in the traditions of 
their ancestors. The Shaykh , Jlsi ail 4» died in 
the year 1349H, during the reign of king ‘Abd 
al- Aziz ai] 4o J 


The shaykh then said: 
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“And this is in reality seeking judgement from the 
taghut specifically [ie. seeking judgment from 
other than the shariah] in whom Allah 
commanded to disbelief in, and shaykh ul islam 
ibn Taymiyyah has stated in his Minhaj and ibn 
Kathir in his tafsir, that whomsoever does that is 
a kafir bi Allah, ibn Kathir added: “It becomes 
wajib [obligatory] to fight them until they return 
back to the Hukm of Allah and His Prophet #8.” 


Shaykh Al-Islam ibn Taymiyyah _Jlsi ail da>) 
said in ‘Minhaj as-Sunnah' volume 5 page 132 and 
what came before and after it: 
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"There is no doubt that a person who doesn't 
believe in the obligation of ruling by what 
Allah has revealed to His Rasul £& is a kafir. 
So the one who sees it lawful to judge between 
the people according to what he deems as 
justice without adhering to what was revealed 
by Allah is a kafir. There is not a nation but 
enjoys ruling with justice, although justice 
according to their Din is what their leaders 
consider as such. There are many who claim 
to be muslim [who] rule with the traditions 
and custums which were not revealed by 
Allah, such as the customs of the bedouins, 
which they inherited from their forefathers 


who were obeyed Rulers. They believe that such 
customs must be applied, excluding the Kitab and 
Sunnah, and such beliefs constitute al-kufr. 
There are many who accept islam, but do not rule 
except by the prevailing customs that are 
commanded by obeyed rulers. Such people; if 
they know that it’s not permissible to rule by 
other than Allah has revealed but don’t apply 
them, rather they deem as lawful to rule by other 
than Allah has revealed, they are kufar.” End 
Quote 


So what Shaykh Al-Islam wants to make clear is 
that: A sign of having iman is adherence to the 
sharrah of Allah. And if they dont adhere to it, 
it’s a sign of deeming it permissible to rule with 
other than Allah revealed, this is because the 
matters of the heart are known by Allah 4. 


Shaykh Sulayman ibn Sahmàn , Jlsi 4l de>, said 
as commentary on the saying of Shaykh Al-Islam: 
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“His words clarify the kufr of the ruler himself 
and those who seek judgment from other than 
Allah like in the situations he mentioned. The 
same for one who doesn't believe the obligation 
of implementing what Allah has revealed even if 
he’s not a ruler or one seeking judgment. 


So contemplate, he mentioned this as 
commentary of Allah’s saying: “ And whoever 
does not judge by what Allah has revealed - then 
it is those who are the kafirun.” [5:44] 


And Al-Hafith ibn Kathir said explaining the 
saying of Allah ‘Then is it the judgement of [the 
time of] ignorance they desire?' [5:50]: 
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“Allah dp makes inkar [vehemently objects to] 
those who turn away from the Hukm of Allah; 
the laws that are based on what is good, the laws 
that forbid what is evil, and abides and follow 
other laws of personal desires, views and 
terminologies, implemented by man with no 
evidence in the sharrah backing them, like the 
people of Jahiliyah were ruling with pre islamic 
habits based on their views and desires, like the 
Tartar who were under the control of the politics 
of Genkis Khan; their king. He implemented for 
them a book which was a mixture from the 
jewish, christian and Islamic millah, and a lot of 
those laws suited his views and desires. They 
preferred these laws over the sharrah of Allah 
and Prophet #4. Whoever does this is a kafir and 
fighting them is wajib, until he returns back to 
the hukm of Allah and His Prophet £& in the 
minor and major issues." End Quote 


So I say, compare O Muslim between the book of 
Genkis Khan and the constitutions that are 
present in many of the arab countries and the 
countries with Muslim inhabitants. You will 
notice that Genkis Khan's book was less harmful 
and evil than their books [constitutions] because 
he took a lot from the millah of islam, judaism 


and christianity and his own and his ancestors 
desires and views to compile his book. 


Shaykh Sulayman ibn Sahman continued 
speaking about this matter, and I will skip a large 
part of it, and I will continue with his refutation 
on those who find excuses and tricks which those 
who seek legislation in other than the shari’ah. 
He said: "You should understand, whenever a 
caller calls to the truth you'll find shaytan has 
prepared for it a shubhah [doubt], by which he 
hinders people from it [Hag]. From it is when you 
say to the people of taghut; ‘Come back to the 
Hukm [laws] of Allah and His Rasul and leave the 
laws of the tawagith, they say: We are only doing 
it out of fear that we will kill each other, because 
if I disagree with my opponent in seeking 
judgment from it [i.e. from at-taghut], either he 
will kill me or I will kill him’. 


We answer this by saying: ‘The corruption of this 
shaytanic shubhah is confirming three Maqamat: 


First Maqàm: the corruption that occurs on earth 
like killing people and stealing [their] wealth 
happens because the Commandments of Allah 
are forsaken and His Prohibitions are being 
committed, like Allah 4b said: 


“Corruption has appeared throughout the land 
and sea by [reason of] what the hands of people 
have earned.” [30:41] The mufassirin of the salaf 
said ‘al-Barru; throughout the land’ means; people 
of the countryside, and al-Bahri; the people of the 
villages. There is another saying; al-Bahr refers to 
dry lands which are on the banks of rivers. 


The Shaykh says: “Allah 4p informed us that 
corruption has become widespread in the 
countryside and the cities because of their own 
deeds. Had they worshipped Allah .b and 
appointed His Nabiy as a judge between, their 
affairs would have fixed their condition and their 
lives and wealth would increase like Allah 4b 
said: “And if only the people of the cities had 
believed and feared Allah, We would have 
opened [i.e. bestowed] upon them blessings from 
the heaven and the earth; but they denied [the 
messengers], so We seized them for what they 
were earning.” [7:96] 


And Allah 4s said: “And is it not sufficient for 
them that We revealed to you the Book [i.e., the 
Quran] which is recited to them? Indeed in that is 
a mercy and reminder for a people who believe. 
Say, "Sufficient is Allah between me and you as a 
Witness. He knows what is in the heavens and 


earth. And they who have believed in falsehood 
and disbelieved in Allah - it is those who are the 
losers.” [29:51-52] 


So Allah informed us that Rahmah [mercy] can 
be found in this Quran. So the one who is content 
with them over the laws of falsehood then he is 
the Marhum [the one who attains Allah’s Mercy], 
so the one who turns away from it and turns to 
something else than he has lost. Verily, when 
people turn away from the Kitab of their Lord, 
and allow other than their Nabiy as a judge, Allah 
will punish them with hostility among each 
other, so they will kill each other like Allah 4b 
said: “And from those who say, "We are 
Christians" We took their covenant; but they 
forgot a portion of that of which they were 
reminded. So We caused among them animosity 
and hatred until the Day of Resurrection. And 
Allah is going to inform them about what they 
used to do.” [5:14] 


I say; What affirms this tafsir by the shaykh, is 
the sahih hadith that was transmitted by ibn 
Majah on the authority of 'Abd Allah ibn ‘Umar 
egic al xô) that The Messenger of Allah # has 
said: 
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“O Muhàjirün, there are five things with which 
you will be tested, and he mentioned: ‘Unless 
their leaders rule according to the Book of Allah 
and seek all good from that which Allah has 
revealed, Allah will cause them to fight one 
another.” [Sunan ibn Majah chapters of 
punishments #4019] 


And this is the current reality between the Arabs 
and the Muslimin. 


The Shaykh then said; and there are no better 
words than these: “So when Islam became 
strange again like it was at its beginning, those 
who were ignorant on its reality believed that the 
reasons for Rahmah [mercy] were reasons for 
‘Athab [punishment], and the reasons for unity 


and coming together were reasons for disunity 
and disagreement, and the reasons for 
safeguarding the blood [of people] were reasons 
for spilling it, like those about whom Allah 4b 
said: “And if a bad [condition] struck them, they 
saw an evil omen in Moses and those with him. 
Unquestionably, their fortune is with Allah, but 
most of them do not know.” [7:131] And like those 
who said to the followers of the messengers: 
“They said, "Indeed, we consider you a bad omen. 
If you do not desist, we will surely stone you, and 
there will surely touch you, from us, a painful 
punishment. They said, "Your omen [i.e., fate] is 
with yourselves. Is it because you were 
reminded? Rather, you are a transgressing 
people." [36:18-19] 


The Shaykh then said: “So the one who believes 
that implementing the shari’ah of Allah leads to 
fighting and disagreement, and that unity and 
coming together will only happen with 
implementing the laws of at-taghut, he is a kafir 
and an enemy of Allah and all the messengers. 
Verily, this is the reality of the kufar in Quraish 
who believed that the correct view was what 
their grandparents were on, and not what was 
revealed to the Messenger of Allah #4. 


Second Maqam: When said: "If you know that 
seeking judgement to at-taghut is kufr, then 
Allah mentioned in His book, that al-Kufr is 
greater than killing, He said: "And fitnah is 
greater than killing" [2:217] and He said: "and 
fitnah is worse than killing" [2:191] and fitnah 
means; al-Kufr: So if the the people of the villages 
and cities fight each other until they annihilate 
each other, this would be better for them than 
placing a taghut in their land, who rules in 
contradiction to the Islamic shari’ah, that Allah 
sent His Prophet #4 with." 


Third Maqàm: If this Tahakum constitutes kufr, 
and conflicts are caused due to worldly matters, 
how can it be deemed permissible to commit kufr 
because of dunyah? Verily, a person can not be a 
muslim until Allah and His Prophet # are more 
beloved to him than everything else, and until 
the Prophet %% is more beloved to him than his 
son and father and all people. So even if your 
entire world is gone, it's not allowed for you to 
seek judgment from the taghut for its sake, even 
if they compelled you, and gave you a choice 
between seeking judgment from taghut and 
losing your dunyah, it is obligatory on you to lose 
your dunyah and it's not allowed for you to seek 
judgment from taghut.” 


Finally he said: “Allah knows best and may the 
peace and blessings be upon Muhammad ££." 


My dear brothers, it’s a very dangerous matter. 
Indeed, the lands of the muslimin from east to 
west are all ruled by Secularism and the Qawanin 
alJahiliyah. And its secularism that calls for 
‘separation of Din and state’. So the Din becomes 
a personal matter, allowing you to pray, to fast, 
and to make Hajj. But to give governance to the 
islamic sharr'ah in matters related to economy, 
media, politics, international relations, and in al- 
Walae wa Barae, they say NO! Secularism rejects 
this with full conviction. 


So this secularism that governs other than the 
shari’ah, makes the haram halal, and makes halal 
haram, I say: “It is an obligation to disbelief in it, 
because it is a taghut. It’s an obligation to hate it 
and to hate the secularists and an obligation to 
hate those who implement this from among the 
oppressive tawagith who govern the affairs of the 
muslimin with other than the shariah of ar- 
Rahman. The one who contemplates on the many 
laws in the lands of the muslims, will find that 
they are clear in making haram halal and making 
halal haram. 


They affirm the Din of Islam as the state religion 
and it is even written in the constitution, 
thereafter they nullify islam from its basis. 
Rather they did that in order to silence the 
muslims and to please them. 


Amazingly, you will find in some qawanin, that 
they have made the shar'ah a source of 
legislation. Meaning it's one of the other sources. 
The sources might be over 20 jahiliyah laws. For 
example; the Egyptian constitution, this is a 
constitution that a lot of Arab countries took 
theirs from, the sources of legislation constitute 
over 20 laws, European, from the east of Poland 
to the west of France in Europe; it goes beyond 
that like the laws of some South American 
countries and others.So they make those the first, 
the custom laws the second and as third and final 
source the Islamic sharr'ah. 


Isn't this preferring the Ruling of the laws of 
jahiliyah, that came to us from the jews and 
christians, over the Ruling of Allah? And if you 
take the Egyptian constitution as an example on 
the issue of Zinah, you'll find this law saying in 
summary: "I a man fornicates with a woman, and 
both of them are adults, meaning; they are older 
than the legal age that allows it, and its with their 


consent, and it’s done an in private not public 
place, there is nothing wrong with that.” 


Isn't this denial of a Law that is Legislated by 
Allah Jl? Isn't this declaring halal a matter that is 
known from the Din by necessity as haram? 


So every muslim on the face of the earth must 
know that this laws are clear cut kufr! It is an 
obligation to declare disbelief in them, and an 
obligation to strive in order to remove them, and 
an obligation to cooperate with his muslim 
brothers in changing this reality to the 
implementation of the sharr'ah of Allah Jp, and 
returning back to the Kitab and Sunnah 
whenever there occurs dispute and conflicts. 


O muslims, it is also an obligation to warn 
against the ruling with other than Allah entering 
the lands of the muslimin, even in the slightest of 
matters. Whatever they name it; a law, an 
organisation, a constitution, or a legislation or 
similar. 


So the muslims must be aware that those laws 
arent implemented without them  realising. 
Because itis a major and enormous evil. 


The one who does it intentionally with 
knowledge, he becomes a kafir. 


The ruling on these legislations are one, as long 
as they contradict islam, and as long as they 
contradict what is known from the Din by 
necessity. The one who stated this was the noble 
‘Allamah as-Shaykh Muhammad ibn Ibrahim 
lei ai] de>) in his Fatàwa. 


And what is also obliged on the muslims to know 
is; that if ruling with the Ruling of at-taghut is 
deemed haram, and it’s obligatory to declare 
disbelief in, he also has to know that seeking 
judgment from the taghüt is also haram. 


And the ayah we have mentioned more than 
once: “Have you not seen those who claim to 
have believed in what was revealed to you, [O 
Muhammad], and what was revealed before you? 
They wish to refer legislation to taghut.” [4:60] 


I say; “it was revealed to those who want to seek 
judgement from at-taghut.” The ayah stated that 
he can not be a muslim, because he was 
commanded to disbelief in at-taghut: “while they 
were commanded to reject it; and shaytan wishes 


to lead them far astray. And when it is said to 
them, "Come to what Allah has revealed and to 
the Rasul," you see the munafiqin turning away 
from you in aversion. [4:60-61] 


After that Allah said: “But no, by your Lord, they 
will not [truly] believe until they make you, [O 
Muhammad], judge concerning that over which 
they dispute among themselves and then find 
within themselves no discomfort from what you 
have judged and submit in [full, willing] 
submission.” [4:65] 


In this case, when they practise what is stated in 
this ayah from seeking judgment from the 
Messenger of Allah % and being content and 
submit to his ruling, in that case they will be 
believers! When they refuse seeking judgement 
from The Messenger of Allah £&& and sought 
legislation with the tawagith however they might 
call it, whether it’s named ‘International court of 
justice’ or ‘international laws’ or ‘international 
court of attribution’ or ‘arbitration committee’ or 
something similar. If they do this being pleased 
with it and knowing [its falsehood], they have 
committed this major evil. 


It’s an obligation upon the muslims to be aware 
of acknowledging the Rulings of the tawagith, 
affirming them, joining them whatever their 
name might be, in whatever way they were 
published, announced or appeared. 


Doing this is from the principles of the Din; 
rather it’s a matter that was obliged by Allah on 
His believing servants, and it’s a condition of the 
shahadah ‘La ilaha illa Allah’. So it’s an obligation 
on all the muslims to know that Islam stands on: 
That nobody is worshipped besides Allah in all 
matters, and to declare disbelief in all that is 
worshipped besides Allah, and to declare disbelief 
in every taghut on the face of the earth.
